NEARLY DOUBLE. 


LARGE INCREASE SHOWN IN 
CUSTOMS RECEIPTS. 


Largest Advance Made in. Goods 
from Ports Across the Pacific, but 
Europe Aleo Gets Largely in- 


Los Angeles merchants imported 
from foreign countries nearly twice as 
much goods during the fiscal year end- 
of June 20 as during the year previous, 
and the records of the United States 
Collector of Customs, Los Angeles dir- 
trict, for the first four months of the 
present fiscal year indicate that all 
records will again be broken. 

Even without a deep-water harbor 
and with comparatively few foreign 
vessels discharging cargoes at either 
Port Los Angeles or San Pedro, the 
increase in the customs business has 
been fn keeping with the wonderful 
growth of the city. The largest por- 
tion of this increase ts of goods from 
trans-Pacific ports. For example, the 
importations from Japan iast year 
amounted to $263,269, as compared with 
only $70,319 for the year before, while 
Hongkong sent into Ahis district goods 
appraised at $147496 last year, as 
against $11,005 for the previous year. 
France more than doubled ,her imports 
into this district; Germany's importa- 
tions were one-third larger, and those 
from Great Britain were almost twice 
the value of those of the previous year.

The main lines are managed by Egyptian and Buro- 
pean officials. The superintendents of departments, who 
receive $3000 and upward a year each, are mainly Euro- 
peans, and the inspectors and sub-inspectors, who get 
from $80 to $240 a month, are in the main foreigners. 
Under these men are the native guards, track workers 
and mechanics of various kinds, who receive less wages. 
They are almost all Egyptians, there being something

The 
following’#s the “news:” “Those who want to plant 
Mr. Early’s trees should order now. His importations 
last year were the best ever brought to the Coast. Prof.. 
Duna, who is known and admired by every one in this 
valiey who visited Milpitas this week, stated that the 
trees tmported last season were the best he had seen in 
the State, that he would h fler recommend no 
other. Another proof that the Karly trees are the best 
is tiat planters whd last season ordered from other par- 
ties have now given Mr. Early their patronage. Here in 
Milpitas and at Calabasas last year ne sdid 4500 trees. 
Only ten of these failed to grow, while those purchasing 
from other agents lost over 80 per cent. of the poor stuff 
for which they paid their hard-earned coin.”

This extra demand 
will prove the opportunity of both honest and fraudu- 
lent propagators and dealers. Prospective planters 
should begin now to cast about for some good nursery-

Doctors of Research. 


F the items decided upon for investigation by Prof. 

Wickson under the $9000 appropriation of the Adams | 
fund, two are of peculiar interest to the fruit growers 
of Southern California, namely, those in charge of T. W. 
Hilyard and R. E. Smith. The former has been given 
the continuation of an investigation of chlorosis of cit- 
rus trees at Porterville and its relation to marly sub- 
soll, Including also effects upon deciduous trees, and ex- 
periments to prevent injury due to excess of lime. In 
the extreme southern part of the State defective color- 
ing of orange leaves is so common as to scarcely attract 
attention, except from the investigating growers. We 
call this mottied-leaf “partial chlorosis” In the south. 
Whether it is due to lack of soil elements, to sub-strata 
of gravel and sand, or to disarranged physical condl- 
tion of the soll it,.should be gone into deeply, as this 
disease or condition has something to do with keeping 
the orange output at the quarter-hundred-car mark. Old 
friends of Prof. Hilgard rejoice that he has again taken 
up his work after a long vacation. Prof. Loughridge 
will assist. 


Prof. R. B. Smith will continue the investigation of 
pear blight and the peach blight. He has perhaps the 
most indigestible task set forth in the thirteen topics to 
be examined the coming year under the Adams funda. 
The pear-blight investigation is indirectly of great im- 
portance to Southern California growers, not that they 
are pear growers, but because the pear disease has a 
kindred in the walnut bacteriosis, Should Prof. Smith 
discover some new means of controlling the pear malady, 
which is barely poasible through other avenues than the 
use of resistant stock, that discovery would throw some 
light upon other bacterial attack. It is a dozen-men job 
to follow out all the avenues open to Prof. Smith under 
the appropriation cited above, and the State appropria- 
tions for the regular work of the laboratory at Whittier 
and the station at Riverside of which he has charge. I 
would remind the fruit growers of the State that the 
law under which the pathological and experimental work 
at Whittier and Riverside was established throws some 
of the responsibility upon them. It provides that the- 
growers may suggest lines of investigation. to be fol- 
lowed out by the laboratory if possible. 


What Is a Trust? 


N view of the fact that certain fruit associations of 

California have been made parties to a suit in eastern 
courts charged with the limitation of trade renewed in- 
terest will be observed by the public in the acts and poli- 
cies of our ¢druit organizations. The questions involved | 
in this legal contest may be very broad and searching 
before the hearing is concluded, yet it seems that if it 
is possible to organize for codperation, without violating 
the anti-trust laws, the fruit growers of this State are 
upon safe ground. That the orange and lemon produc- 
ers may have the reminder of what the Cartwright Anti- 
trust Law has attempted in California the following ex- 
tracts are taken from that enactment: 

“A trust is a combination of capital, skill or acts by 
two or more persons, firms, partnerships. or cdrpora- 
tions or associations of persons, or any two or more of 
them for either. any or all of the fol'owing purposes:

whereby its price to the public or consumer shall be ia 
any manner controlied or established, any article or 
commodity of merchandise, produce or commerce in- 
tended for sale, barter, use or consumption in this State;

ard figure, or fixed value, or by which they shall agree 
in any manner to keep the price of such article, commod- 
ity or transportation at a fixed or graduated figure, or 
by which they shall in any manner establish or settle 
the price of any article, commodity or t rtation be- 
tween them or themselves and others, to directly 
or. indirectly preclude a free and unrestricted competi- 
tion among themselves, or any purchasers or consumers 


modity, or by which they shall agree to pool, combine 
or directly or indirectly unite any interests they may 
have connetted with the gale or transportation of any 
such article or commodity, that its price may be in any 
manger affected. Every such trust as is defined herein 
is declared to be unlawful, against pub! and

ONSIDERING that it is only about fifty years since 

the study of food values was seriously taken up, it 

is not surprising to find that there exists such a 

wide difference of opinion on the subject. No man in 

the world can claim to have thoroughly settled the die- 

tetic problem. Some have got so far as to establish a 

working hypothesis, while many are not even so far ad- 
vanced as that. 

It is in Germany that the most careful and compre- 
hensive investigations of food values have been made. 
‘Phese have been supplemented, more recently, by several 
interesting series of experiments at Yale University, un- 
dertaken by Profs. Chittenden and Fisher. There was also 
an interesting experiment at the University of California, 
a few years ago, on a diet of fruit and nuts under the 
auspices of Prof. Jaffa. 

The experiments at Yale have proved conclusively that 
people eat altogether too much, especially too much albu- 
minous food; also that an immense amount of energy Is 
wasted by our bodies in getting rid of a surplus of food, 
and that overeating causes a host of needless ailments, 
together with lessening efficiency and prospect of long 
life. 


The editor is always glad to see members of the regu- 
lar medical profession interesting themselves in the sub- 
ject of diet, because they are still to a great extent 
looked upon as arbiters of such suojects, and are there- 
fore in a position to do much good—or harm. Even if, 
as is so frequently the case, they enunciate false ideas, 
the mere stirring up of the subject must eventually re- 
sult in good, as im the end the truth must prevail, and 
the truth is what wise men seek. 

A pamphlet was recently received entitled “Some Set- 
tled and Unsettled Points of Dietetics.” It is a reprint 
from the California State Journal of Medicine, of a paper 
read, a year ago, before the Southern California Medical 
Society, by Broadman Reed, M.D., of Los Angeles. Dr. 
Reed shows bow many ailments are due to auto-intoxi- | 
cation, from wrong eating and drinking, and how faulty 
our standard diet tables are, in regard to the amount of 
proteid needed. He refers to the figures above quoted, 
of Voit, which is printed “Tait,” evidently a typograph- 
ical error.

In other words, if sick people could only be kept away 
from doctors and fool relatives, there would be vastly 
more recoveries. 

Here is another quotation: 

“There are several gastro-intestinal affections as to 
the proper diet of which authorities differ. This is no- 
tably true of those characterized by an excessive secre- 
tion of hydrochloric acid, hyperchlorhydria, gastroxyn- 
sis, Reichmann’s disease and acid gastric catarrh.” 

In regard to this, Pawlow, the Russian scientist, has 
shown that “free fats” interfere with the formation of 
hydrochloric acid. Therefore, where there is an excess 
of such acid, a moderate amount of olive oll may be ta- 
ken with advantage. A baked potato should also be 
eaten lafgely. 

In regard to the starch question, Dr. Reed holds that 
starch and sugar, together making up the carbohydrate 
class, must, in any proper diet, compose at least three- 
fgths of the total nourishment. By no means. In an 
ideal dietary cane sugar is avoided altogether, as an 
injurious food, and very little starch is consumed. Such 
a dietary is one of fruits, nuts, salad plants and vege- 
tables. It should be added that there is quite a difference 
in starches, as any one may see on examining the gran- 
ules of starchy foods under a microscope. A mealy 
baked potato will digest readily, where soggy white 
bread, or hot cakes, will cause fermentation, acidity and 
other kinds of trouble. Dr. Reed recognizes this differ- 
ence when he says: 

“As to potatoes, these are rather less fermentable than 
bread, especially hot or fresh yeast bread, containing 
less starch and none of yeast germs which tend to pro- 
duce flatulence. Indeed, I have usually found baked or 
boiled and mashed white potatoes to agree better with 
the average flatulent dyspeptic than any other vege- 
table.” 

Starch and cane sugar are a combination that readily 
cause fermentation. 
turber of the peace, and should be avoided by all who 
value their health. Dr. Reed's conclusion that “starch 
must in the long run form & chief part of the diet, if the 
nutrition is to be maintained” the editor regards as rad- 
ically wrong. Starch not being digested in the stomach, 
but in the duodenum, causes an unnecessary strain on 
the vitality to dispose of it. The editor agrees with 
Dr. Alexander Haig, of London, that starch is not a nat- 
ural food for man. Starchy foods are responsible for 
more sickness than meat.
